Democrats Launch Fight 
For Immediate Tax Relief 


Seek Direct Vote Upon 
Reed Proposal for IO 
Per Cent Slash in In­ 
come Taxes Payable 
This Year. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Carrying 
their fight for immediate tax reduc­ 
tions in the open, Democratic leaders 
today launched a big gun bombard­ 
ment on the administration in both 
houses of congress for enactment of 
tax relief legislation before March 4 
adjournment 
In the senate, the Democrats sought 
a direct vote upon the Reed proposal 
for a IO per cent 
slash in 
Income 
taxes payable this year. In the house, 
they called upon the administration 
for action of the Democratic “round- 
robin" demanding passage of a bill, 
Immediately 
reducing income taxes 
and repealing nuisance tuxes.

This was the Democratic answer to 
the Republican announcement that a 
tax reduction bill, totaling a cut be­ 
tween $250,000,000 
and 
$300,000,000. 
will be sponsored by the administra­ 
tion next December. 
The announce­ 
ment 
was 
made by Representative 
Madden (R.) of Illinois, following a 
conference with President Coolidge. 
The Reed plan was: “Any taxpayer 
making a return for the calendar 
year of 1926 sholl be entitled to an 
allowance by credit c# refund of IO 
per cent of the amount shown as the 
tax upon his return, such credit to be 
applied to the portion of the tax paid 
before July I, 1927.” 
Reed challenged the Republicans to 
support his amendment. He called at­ 
tention to President Coolidge’s declar­ 
ation that practices of a government 
in collecting more taxes than nec3«- 
sary for its maintenance was an act 
of “legalized larceny."

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Carrying 
their fight for Immediate tax reduc­ 
tions in the open. Democratic leaders 
today launched a big gun bombard­ 
ment on the administration In both 
houses of congress for enactment of 
tax relief legislation before March 4 
adjournment. 
In the senate, the Democrats sought 
a direct vote upon the Reed proposal 
for a IO per cent 
slash in 
income 
taxes payable this year. In the house, 
they called upon the administration 
for action of the Democratic “round- 
robin” demanding passage of a bill, 
immediately 
reducing income taxes 
and repealing nuisance taxes. 


This was the Democratic answer to 
the Republican announcement that a 
tax reduction bill, totaling a cut be­ 
tween $250,000,000 aud $300,000,000. 
will be sponsored by the administra­ 
tion next December. 
The announce­ 
ment 
was 
made by Representative 
Madden (R.) of Illinois, following a 
conference with President Coolidge. 
The Reed plan was: “Any taxpayer 
making a return for the calendar 
year of 1926 sholl be entitled to an 
allowance by credit c# refund of IO 
per cent of the amount shown as the 
tax upon his return, such credit to he 
applied to the portion of the tax paid 
before July I, 1927.” 
Reed challenged the Republicans to 
support his amendment. Ile called at­ 
tention to President Coolidge’s declar­ 
ation that practices of a government 
in collecting more taxes than necas- 
sary for its maintenance was an net 
of “legalized larceny."

Ail American naval officer is in command of the entire inter­ 
national navy now gathered on the Chinese coast. He holds that 
position by the mere accident of out-ranking iii title the com­ 
manders of the fleets of the other powers. Those other powers 
are well satisfied to have this country accept the responsibility 
for whatever may be done for the protection of their citizens by 
force and coercion. It is not unlikely that they have purposely 
. created that situation. 
It is a responsibility in which Americans need take no satis­ 
faction. It suggests pulling the other western powers’ chestnuts 
out of the fire,'and it is full of peril. Any sudden outbreak on 
either side may precipitate international war agaipst China, and 
it will be lamentable if America can be charged, by virtue of her 
technical command, with responsibility for that war. 
Wise old Japan is not joining in those naval demonstrations 
in Chinese ports. Her government is said to have “no intention 


Of dispatching land forces.” Japan stands prepared, but inactive, 
preferring diplomatic action to force, and ready, in her relations 
with China, to take advantage of any misfortunes into which the 
western powers my blunder. 
Meanwhile what is the Chinese attitude? As regards Amer­ 
ica, at least, it seems conciliatory. The Chinese invite peaceful 
approaches from all the powers, but especially from the United 
States. A clear statement from the Nationalist government at 
Ilankow has said: 
“Liberation of China from the yoke of foreiga imperialism 
need not necessarily involve any armed conflict between Chinese 
nationalism and foreign powers. For this reason the Nationalist 
government prefers to have all questions outstanding between 
Nationalist China and foreign powers settled by negotiation,” 
though new China is declared to be “strong and conscious of 
power and its ability to enforce its will on Chinese soil against any 
powers.” 
The British government a month ago favored negotiation for 
the surrender of special privileges in China, and recognition of 
Chinese sovereignty on equal terms, but less wise counsels pre­ 
vailed. 
Such liberal treatment is in line with the policy of the United 
. States. 
Both Wellington Roo, representing North China, and Eugene 
Chen, representing South China—now the dominant factor—have 
declared that Chinese agitation against foreigners, as far as 
America is concerned; “would abate within 48 hours if this coun­ 
try would take such a step as China could believe meant prompt 
recognition of her autonomy.” It would be also the most effec­ 
tive way to protect all foreigners. 
Why not take that step?

Decorations for Americans. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.—In a 
safe a t the D epartm ent cf State are 
packed aw ay hundreds of decorations 
ann diplomas conferred upon Ameri­ 
can 
c.tizens by foreign 
potentates. 
Some of them carry titles with them 
and many people would be surprised 
to learn th at they have neighbors who 
are knights of som ething or other. 
As is well known, under the consti­ 
tution of the United States, no person 
employed by the federal governm ent 
in any capacity may accept an official 
gift from a foreign nation. This fad, 
however, does not deter other aovern- 
m rnts from d'splaying their apprecia­ 
tion of-some service rendered or cour­ 
tesy shown their citizens. These 'lifts 
may be accepted, but m ust be turned 
over to the D epartm ent of State which 
acta as custodian until such time as 
tho 
donee 
may 
leave the cervice. 
When a man resigns from the federal 
service he m ay file a formal applfea- 
tion for the decoration or gift the de­ 
p a rtm e n t is holding for him 
md it 
will he delivered to him. In the event 
of his death, his estate may file ap 
plication and it will be turned over 
to the executors. 
Congress may by special act author­ 
ize recipients of these foreign honors 
to accept them and this was done dur­ 
ing the W orld w ar with regard to the 
various foreign w ar decorations. ADO 
before the United States entered the 
w ar the American em bassy in Berliu 
took over the interests of B ritish sub­ 
jects in Germany. 
In recognition of 
such service, the B ritish governm ent 
presented each m em ber of th e Amerl- 


hig.

An American naval officer is iii command of the entire inter­ 
national navy now gathered on the Chinese coast. He holds that 
position by the mere accident of out-ranking in title the com­ 
manders of the fleets of the other powers. Those other powers 
are well satisfied to have this country accept the responsibility 
for whatever may be done for the protection of their citizens by 
force and coercion. 
It is not unlikely that they have purposely 
created that situation. 
It is a responsibility in which Americans need take no satis­ 
faction. It suggests pulling the other western powers’ chestnuts 
out of the fire,'and it is full of peril. 
Any sudden outbreak on 
either side may precipitate international war agaipst China, and 
it will be lamentable if America can be charged, by virtue of her 
technical command, with responsibility for that war. 
Wise old Japan is not joining in those naval demonstrations 
in Chinese ports. Her government is said to have “no intention 
of dispatching land forces.” Japan stands prepared, but inactive, 
preferring diplomatic action to force, and ready, in her relations 
with China, to take advantage of any misfortunes into which the 
western powers my blunder. 
Meanwhile what is the Chinese attitude? As regards Amer­ 
ica, at least, it seems conciliatory. 
The Chinese invite peaceful 
approaches from all the powers, but especially from the United 
States. 
A clear statement from the Nationalist government at 
Hankow has said: 
“Liberation of China from the yoke of foreiga imperialism 
need not necessarily involve any armed conflict between Chinese 
nationalism and foreign powers. For this reason the Nationalist 
government prefers to have all questions outstanding between 
Nationalist China and foreign powers settled by negotiation,” 
though new China is declared to be “strong and conscious of 
power and its ability to enforce its will on Chinese soil against any 
powers.” 
The British government a month ago favored negotiation for 
the surrender of special privileges in China, and recognition of 
Chinese sovereignty on equal terms, but less wise counsels pre­ 
vailed. 
Such liberal treatment is in line with the policy of the United 
. States. 
Both Wellington Roo, representing North China, and Eugene 
Chen, representing South China—now the dominant factor—have 
declared that Chinese agitation against foreigners, as far as 
America is concernecT, “would abate within 48 hours if this coun­ 
try would take such a step as China could believe meant prompt 
recognition of her autonomy.” It would be also the most effec­ 
tive way to protect all foreigners.

Radio Legislation 
Several million radio fans and all branches of the big radio 
industry are pleased at the propect of legislation for radio control 
before the adjournment of a rather fruitless session of congress. 
The house and senate conferees have agreed at last on a bill, and 
it is expected to go through. 
It is necessarily a compromise measure. 
It may not alto­ 
gether satisfy the radio industry and public, because it divides 
federal radio authority between the department of commerce and 
an independent radio commission, 
the situation for one year, with jurisdiction over the granting, re­ 
newal and revocation of broadcasting licenses, with Secretary 
Hoover handling the routine administration. 
After that it wilt 
atep aside and let the department of commerce do all the work, 
with the commission stilPexisting as a court of appeal. 
Many would have preferred the placing of immediate and 
final authority in Secretary Hoover’s hands, where it was lodged 
satisfactorily before, until a court decision made a new law neces­ 
sary. 
The proposed arrangement looks a bit complicated and 
bureaucratic. 
But the senate seems determined to give as little 
power as possible to Hoover’s department; and almost any legisla­ 
tion on the subject would be preferable to the present lawlessness 
in the broadcasting field. 
The term of the commission is six years. By the end of that 
time everybody will know a good deal more about broadcasting, 
and if the arrangement proves unsatisfactory it can then be 
changed.

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Sitting On a Volcano 


An American naval officer is in command of the entire inter­ 
national navy now gathered on the Chinese coast. He holds that 
ll position by the mere accident of out-ranking in title the com- 
■ manders of the fleets of the other powers. Those other powers 
are well satisfied to have this country accept the responsibility 
for whatever may be done for the protection of their citizens by 
1 force and coercion. It is not unlikely that they have purposely 
. created that situation. 
It is a responsibility in which Americans need take no satis­ 
faction. It suggests pulling the other western powers’ chestnuts 
out of the fire, and it is full of peril. Any sudden outbreak on 
either side may precipitate international war agaipst China, and 
it will be lamentable if America can be charged, by virtue of her 
technical command, with responsibility for that war. 
Wise old Japan is not joining in those naval demonstrations 
in Chinese ports. Her government is said to have “no intention 
of dispatching land forces.” Japan stands prepared, but inactive, 
preferring diplomatic action to force, and ready, in her relations 
with China, to take advantage of any misfortunes into which the 
western powers my blunder. 
Meanwhile what is the Chinese attitude? As regards Amer­ 
ica, at least, it seems conciliatory. The Chinese invite peaceful 
approaches from all the powers, but especially from the United 
States. A clear statement from the Nationalist government at 
Hankow has said: 
“Liberation of China from the yoke of foreign, imperialism 
need not necessary involve any armed conflict between Chinese 
nationalism and foreign powers. For thisreason the Nationalist 
government prefers to have all questions outstanding between 
Nationalist China and foreign powers settled by negotiation,” 
though new China is declared to be “strong and conscious of 
power and its ability to enforce its will on Chinese soil against any 
powers.”

Decorations for Americans. 
V/ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2 7 —In a 
safe a t the D epartm ent cf State are 
packed aw ay hundreds of decorations 
ana diplomas conferred upon Ameri­ 
can 
c.tizens by foreign 
potentates. 
Some of them carry titles with them 
and many people would be surprised 
to learn th at they have neighbors who 
are knights of som ething or other. 
As is well known, under the consti­ 
tution of the United States, no person 
employed by the federal governm ent 
in any capacity may accept an official 
gift from a foreign nation. This fact, 
however, does not deter other govern- 
ni( uts from displaying their apprecia­ 
tion of-some service rendered or cour­ 
tesy shown their citizens. These gifts 
may be accepted, but m ust be turned 
over to the D epartm ent of State which 
acts as custodian untfl such time as 
tho 
donee 
may 
leave the rervice. 
When a man resigns from the federal 
service he may file a form al applica­ 
t i o n for the decoration or gift the de­ 
p a rtm e n t is holding for him 
md it 
will be delivered to him. In the event 
of his death, his estate may file ap­ 
plication and it will be turned over 
to the executors. 
Congress may by special act author­ 
ize recipients u t these foreign honors 
to accept them and this was done dur­ 
ing the W orld w ar w ith regard to the 
various foreign w ar decorations. Also 
before the United S tates entered the 
war the American em bassy in Bcrliu 
took over the interests of B ritish sub 
jects in Germany. 
In recognition of

Radio Legislation 
Several million radio fans and all branches of the big radio 
industry are pleased at the propect of legislation for radio control 
before the adjournment of a rather fruitless session of congress. 
The house and senate conferees have agreed at last on a bill, and 
it is expected to go through. 
It is necessarily a compromise measure. 
It may not alto­ 
gether satisfy the radio industry and public, because it divides 
federal radio authority between the department of commerce and 
an independent radio commission, 
the situation for one year, with jurisdiction over the granting, re­ 
newal and revocation of broadcasting licenses, with Secretary 
Hoover handling the routine administration. 
A fter th at it will 
step aside and let the department of commerce do all the work, 
with the commission stilfexisting as a court of appeal. 
Many would have preferred the placing of immediate and 
final authority in Secretary Hoover’s hands, where it was lodged 
satisfactorily before, until a court decision made a new law neces­ 
sary. 
The proposed arrangement looks a bit complicated and 
bureaucratic. 
But the senate seems determined to give as little 
power as possible to Hoover’s departm ent; and almost any legisla­ 
tion on the subject would be preferable to the present lawlessness 
iii the broadcasting field. 
The term of the commission is six years. By the end of that 
time everybody will know a good deal more about broadcasting, 
and if the arrangem ent proves unsatisfactory it can then be 
changed.

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Sitting On a Volcano 


An American naval officer id in command of the entire inter­ 
national navy now gathered on the Chinese coast. He holds that 
position by the mere accident of out-ranking in title the com­ 
manders of the fleets of the other powers. Those other powers 
are well satisfied to have this country accept the responsibility 
for whatever may be done for the protection of their citizens by 
force and coercion. It is not unlikely that they have purposely 
, created that situation. 
It is a responsibility in which Americans need take no satis­ 
faction. It suggests pulling the other western powers’ chestnuts 
out of the fire, and it is full of peril. Any sudden outbreak on 
either side may precipitate international war against China, and 
it will be lamentable if America can be charged, by virtue of her 
technical command, with responsibility for that war. 
Wise old Japan is not joining in those naval demonstrations 
in Chinese ports. Her government is said to have “no intention 
of dispatching land forces.” Japan stands prepared, but inactive, 
preferring diplomatic action to force, and ready, in her relations 
with China, to take advantage of any misfortunes into which the 
western powers my blunder. 
Meanwhile what is the Chinese attitude? As regards Amer­ 
ica, at least, it seems conciliatory. The Chinese invite peaceful 
approaches from all the powers, but especially from the United 
States. 
A clear statement from the Nationalist government at 
Hankow has said: 
“Liberation of China from the yoke of foreign imperialism 
need not necessarily involve any armed conflict between Chinese 
nationalism and foreign powers. For this reason the Nationalist 
government prefers to have ail questions outstanding between 
Nationalist China and foreign powers settled by negotiation,” 
though new China is declared to be “strong and conscious of 
power and its ability to enforce its will on Chinese soil against any 
powers.’’ 
The British government a month ago favored negotiation for 
the surrender of special privileges in China, and recognition of 
Chinese sovereignty on equal terms, but less wise counsels pre­ 
vailed. 
Such liberal treatment is in line with the policy of the United 
. States. 
Both Wellington Koo, representing North China, and Eugene 
Chen, representing South China—-now the dominant factor—have 
declared that Chinese agitation against foreigners, as far as 
America is concerned; “would abate within 48 hours if this coun­ 
try would take such a step as China could believe meant prompt 
recognition of her autonomy.” It would be also the most effec­ 
tive way to protect all foreigners.

Radio Legislation 
Several million radio fans and all branches of the big radio 
industry are pleased at the propect of legislation for radio control 
before the adjournment of a rather fruitless session of congress. 
The house and senate conferees have agreed at last on a bill, and 
it is expected to go through. 
It is necessarily a compromise measure. 
It may not alto­ 
gether satisfy the radio industry and public, because it divides 
federal radio authority between the department of commerce and 
an independent radio commission. The commission is to handle 
the situation for one year, with jurisdiction over the granting, re­ 
newal and revocation of broadcasting licenses, with Secretary 
Hoover handling the routine administration. 
After that it will 
atep aside and let the department of commerce do all the work, 
with the commission stilPexisting as a court of appeal. 
Many would have preferred the placing of immediate and 
final authority in Secretary Hoover’s hands, where it was lodged 
satisfactorily before, until a court decision made a new law neces­ 
sary. 
The proposed arrangement looks a bit complicated and 
bureaucratic. But the senate seems determined to give as little 
power as possible to Hoover’s department; and almost any legisla­ 
tion on the subject would be preferable to the present lawlessness 
iii the broadcasting field. 
The term of the commission is six years. By the end of that 
time everybody will know a good deal more about broadcasting, 
and if the arrangement proves unsatisfactory it can then be 
changed.

An American naval officer is in command of the entire inter­ 
national navy now gathered on the Chinese coast. He holds that 
position by the mere accident of out-ranking iii title the com­ 
manders of the fleets of the other powers. Those other powers 
are well satisfied to have this country accept the responsibility 
for whatever may be done for the protection of their citizens by 
force and coercion. It is not unlikely that they have purposely 
• created that situation. 
It is a responsibility iii which Americans need take no satis­ 
faction. It suggests pulling the other western powers' chestnuts 
out of the fire, and it is full of peril. Any sudden outbreak on 
either side may precipitate international war agaipst China, ant 
it will be lamentable if America can be charged, by virtue of hei 
technical command, with responsibility for that war. 
Wise old Japan is not joining in those naval demonstrations 
in Chinese ports. Her government is said to have “no intention 
of dispatching land forces.” Japan stands prepared, hut inactive, 
preferring diplomatic action to force, and ready, in her relations 
with China, to take advantage of any misfortunes into which the 
western powers my blunder. 
Meanwhile what is the Chinese attitude? As regards Amer­ 
ica, at least, it seems conciliatory. 
The Chinese invite peaceful 
approaches from all the powers, but especially from the United 
States. 
A clear statement from the Nationalist government at 
Ilankow has said: 
“Liberation of China from the yoke of foreign imperialism 
need not necessarily involve any armed conflict between Chinese 
nationalism and foreign powers. For this reason tho Nationalist 
government prefers to have all questions outstanding between 
Nationalist China and foreign powers settled by negotiation," 
thougli new China is declared to be “strong and conscious of 
power and its ability to enforce its will on Chinese soil against any 
powers." 
The British government a month ago favored negotiation for 
the surrender of special privileges in China, and recognition of 
Chinese sovereignty on equal terms, but less wise counsels pre­ 
vailed. 
Such liberal treatment is in line with the policy of the United 
, States. 
Both Wellington Roo, representing North China, and Eugene 
Chen, representing South China—now the dominant factor—have 
declared that Chinese agitation against foreigners, as far as 
America is concerned, “would abate within 48 hours if this coun­ 
try would take such a step as China could believe meant prompt 
recognition of her autonomy.” It would be also the most effec­ 
tive way to protect all foreigners.

Dis from displaying their apprecia­ 
tion of* some service rendered or cour­ 
tesy shown their citizens. These *jltts 
majr be accepted, but must be turned 
over to the Department of State w’bloh 
acta es custodian until such time as 
tho 
donee 
may 
leave the rorvlcc. 
When a man resfgus from the federal 
service ho may file a formal ippllen- 
tion for the decoration or gift the de­ 
p ortm en t is holding for him md it 
will he deliven>fl to him. In the event 
of his death, hie estate may file ap 
plication and It will be turned over 
to the executors. 
Congress may by special act ani bor­ 
ize recipients of these foreign honors 
to accept them and this was done dur­ 
ing the World war with regard to the 
various foreign war decorations.

SECTION I. It shall be unlawful fur any 
person, fir rn. partnership or corporation to 
leave or deposit salt or any water, fluid or 
substanc-’ containing salt or to cause or permit 
water, fluid or any subntanee containing .'alt 
to flow on or over any ride-w&Ik, street, alley, 
lune or thoroughfare of the said City ho a* to 
damage, remove or deteriorate all or any part 
of said Hide-walk, street, alley, lane or thor* 
oughfurt- of nm id City.
